This collection of seven articles for the college 
teacher of speech relates specific ways that videotape has been used 
in training teachers and in teaching the fundamentals of speech, 
advanced nubile spoakino, and discussion. Included are articles by 
(1) Harold F. Velson, who explains how videotape is used in college 
speech classes to aid in acquiring speech skills, (2) Samuel decker, 
John Bowers, and Bruce Gronbeck, who present the advantages and 
disadvantages of usino videotape to teach qroup discussion, (3) James 
w. Gibson, who identifies and evaluates some ways to use videotape in 
the education of speech teachers, (U) Donovan J. Ochs, who describes 
an instructional unit on television used in an advanced public 
speakinq course at n laroe university, ( c ) R.V.F. Reynolds, who 
discusses the techniques for utilizing videotape employed by a small 
college, (f) Adeline G. Hirschfield, who explains a study using 
videotaped speeches for self-ratings, class-ratings, and ratings by a 
team of dudqes, and C) John H. Pennybacker, who discusses available 
equipment, and sets guidelines for the evaluation of different types 
and sizes of videotape recorders. ( r R)

A NY innovation in the educational 
Lptocess is uiualiy met with ikep* 
liciMii on the part of teachers that aie 
concerned with what these new* devicei 
or proccdutcs might detract or do to 
alter teaching effectiveness In the field 
of speech the use of av.dio taping is now* 
commonly accepted as a means that tan 
aid in the acquiring of speaking skills. 
Video taping, however, is still subject to 
borne scepticism by speech teachets as a 
teaching aid. The question concerning 
the teaching effectiveneM ot this new 
inode is a critical one, and is admittedly 
one that is difficult to evaluate. Not even 
those who sell the videotape equipment 
will claim it is a leather but merely a 
tool. 

Many speech departments have been 
iisin^ videotaping in their classes, and 
in nroxt ca>cs the results have been heart* 
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ening. At Purdue University videotape 
recording was used during the Spring 
Semester of 19G4 in the beginning speech 
course, It was found that , , video- 
taping of speeches would be most val* 
uable to students o>' their second 
speeches when they are over the initial 
confusion of their first speech and are 
just starting to think about the initial 
criticism ot their delivery" 1 The Air 
Force Aeac •,**>’ has also used video tap* 
ing in teaching speech, and the cadets 
in response to a questionnaire indicated 
that they found critiques were more 
meaningful when accompanied by the 
playback of the video-tap n; 7*% of 
the responses indicated tac playback 
aided "very much” and *8% found they 
aided a "moderate amount," 1 In a study 
conducted at the Speech Communication 
Center at the University of Wisconsin 
at Milwaukee by Krandsen, Larson, and 
Knapp, it was concluded "The results 
of this s*udy proside additional support, 
both objective and injective in nature, 
for the use of videotape in undergrad 
uate speech instruction, and strongly 
suggest that the instructor effectiveness 
as a communicator may uo enhanced by 
using this supporting device if he re- 
serves his comments until after the stu- 
dent stews the replay ot his own speak* 
ing behavior." 1 At Southern Illinois
